KGB agents threaten 


Sakharov’s 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Soviet nu- 
clear physicist Andrei Sakharov last 
night complained that his son-in-law 
had been waylaid near Moscow yes- 
terday by two men who threatened 
him and his 15-month-old son with 
violence unless he desisted from his 
dissident activities, 


The incident, as reported by Dr. SU! 


Sakharov, folowed the delivery of a 
note to the family on December 20 
warning that his son-in-law, Yefrem 
Yankelevich, and his son, Matvel, 
could come to harm if the physicist 
continued his “anti-vnatione! behav- 
jour.” 

Dr. Sakharov called a press con- 
ference in his Moscow apartment 
to report the incident and read the 
text of 2 letter he said he was send- 
ing to KGB security police chief Yury 
Andropov alleging that the two men 
were KGB agents. 


In the letter the academician said 
his family were being used as hos- 
tages to exert pressure on him. He 
demanded that Mr, Yankelevich and 
his wife Tanya, Dr. Sakharov's step- 
daughter, be allowed to travel with 
their son to the U.S., and that his 
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son-in-law 


wife Yelena be permitted to go to 
Italy for medical treatment, 

The two men in yesterday's inci- 
dent barred Mr. Yankelevich’a way 
when he left his mother’s apartment 
at the village of Petrovodalny on the 
northwestern edge of Moscow, Dr. 
Sakharov said. They used foul 15τι- 
age and repeated the threats in 
the note, but did not use phyalcal 
force. 

In his letter, the physicist said 
that the day before the December 
20 note arrived, the Yankelevich fa- 
mily had been told that their long- 
standing application to travel to the 
U.S., at the invitation of the Massa- 
chusétts Institute of Technology, had 
been rejected. 

“This coincidence cannot be acci- 
dental,” he wrote. ‘I demand that 
the hounding of the members of my 
family be ended and that their safety 
be ensured.” Ἶ 

The letter also called for the res- 
toration of his international tele~ 
phone communications, which he 
solid had been cut off since early De- 
cember, and an end to the “judicial 
and extrajudicial persecution” of his 
friends.

80 busy trying to get es many 
done as possible that I don’t think 
about it’s being boring. It's a very 
responsible job, because it’s impor- 
tant that the resistors be classified 
properly. I wouldn't want tomake 
Β mistake, That'e why we don't 
talk while we work. But we do 
try to come early so we can chat 
in the cafeteria over coffee. And 
of course we can talk during our 
breaks and hunch period.” 


IT asked Hanne if classifying a 
greater quantity means a tigher 
paycheck. “No. We don't get extra 
pay for it, but I take pride in 
my work and I know it’s impor- 
tant to do as much as possible.” 

Vickie, who finished high school 
before coming to Vishay, labels re- 
sistors as they come from the 
classifying department, The letters 
must be. mpommeea. one at a time 
om a ru padding, and part of 
her job is to keep careful stock 
records to make sure she’ doesn't 
Tun out of any particular letter. 
“I didn't do bagrut (matriculation 
exams) and I didn’t want to go 
on studying. I find the work here 
interesting, and since there are 
many other young girls there’s a 
nice ere.” 

_ Two of the girls I met were 
immigrants. Torika came here with 
her parents from Rumania ten 
years’ ago. “I had finished tenth 


and I had to go out to work. I 
tried all sorts of jobs, mostly sew- 
ing, but I’ve been here three years 
and like this much better.” She 
used to supervise an eight-girl de- 
partment but due to. recent orga- 
nizational changes ahe now has 
three girls to supervise. 

Zpora is a far more recent im- 
migrant, having come from Russia 
less than two years ago, though 
her excellent Hebrew gives the im- 
pression that she has been here 
much longer. In Russia, she taught 
English while working toward her 
wmiversity degree. “Here, they told 
me I would have to go to school 
for four or five years before I 
could teach. That was too much 
for me. A neighbour of mine, who 
came from France, started working 
here and she suggested that I try 
it. I've been here ever since — 
and I don't suppose I'll go back to 
teaching.”
